AN INQUEST has been set 
for next month to determine 
whether a metal detector’s 
find of more than 5,000 
Roman coins is treasure 
trove. 

Powys Coroner Louise 
Hunt will sit at Welshpool on 
June 7 to decide if a find of 
more than 5,000, third cen¬ 
tury Roman coins detected 
in a Montgomery field is 
treasure trove or not. 

Adrian Simmons, a mem¬ 
ber of the Oldford Force 
Team of detectors, based at 
Welshpool, discovered the 
huge hoard of coins last July 
and has been anxiously wait¬ 
ing for the inquest to go 
ahead. 

“It was one of those 
moments that a metal detec¬ 
tor dreams of,” he said. “The 
landowner was as excited as 
I was. 

“Then it was a matter of 
contacting the Clwyd-Powys 
Archaeological Trust and 
together we carried out a 
further dig. I don’t think I 
have ever been so excited.” 

If the coins are deter¬ 
mined to be treasure trove 
they will be handed to the 
Crown and Mr Simmons and 
the landowner will be paid at 
market value. If not the 
coins will be their property. 

“It’s a very exciting time,” 
said Mr Simmons. “I am 
really looking forward to the 
verdict. This is what metal 
detecting is all about.”

Prison warning to Charles killers 


TWO burglars convicted of the 
manslaughter of an Oswestry pen¬ 
sioner have been warned to expect ‘sig¬ 
nificant jail sentences’. 

Charles Green was brutally beaten 
when he disturbed Danny Keeble and 
Peter Marston in his bungalow in 
Ambleside Road, Oswestry, in the early 
hours of May 2 last year. He died on 
June 2 in the Royal Shrewsbury Hospi¬ 
tal. 

Keeble, 26, of no fixed address, and 
Marston, 24, formerly of Swan Lane, 


Oswestry, now of Stafford, were 
warned by Judge Simon Tonking to 
expect ‘significant’ jail sentences after 
a jury took five hours to find the two 
guilty of manslaughter. Both had 
denied the charge. 

Marston was also found guilty of 
burglary. Keeble had admitted bur¬ 
glary. The two men will be sentenced at 
Stafford at the end of May. 

After the verdict the family of Mr 
Green gathered on the courtroom steps 
to pay an emotional tribute to the 87 


year old who had fought to protect him¬ 
self and his property. The family said 
Mr Green had been a healthy and 
proudly independent 87-year-old man. 

His elder son, Mr Laurie Green, said: 
“His last independent act was his 
steely willpower to inch his way over 
five metres to the telephone and call 
999 and then within 30 minutes gave 
an accurate account of what had 
occurred. We are proud of him and we 
miss him.”

OSWESTRY will lose its ambulance station as part of major changes 
to the way the service is run in Shropshire. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service is creating two new ambulance ‘hubs’ in Shrewsbury 
and Donnington, closing six traditional stations across the county and replacing them with 
community ambulance stations as part of a ‘Make Ready’ programme. 

In Oswestry the ambulance station, on Morda Road, is to be put up for sale with the ser¬ 
vice’s base in the town moving into the Primary Care Centre on Gobowen Road. 

And there have been assurances that coverage of the area will be closely monitored over 
fears that the service is being downgraded. County Councillor David Lloyd said the former

railway building was fast becoming a true 
centre for health care for the area. 

He stressed councillors would be keeping 
a close eye on ambulance coverage under the 
new system, particularly the England/Wales 
cross border coverage. 

“There has been anxiety over whether we 
will continue to have an ambulance presence 
in Oswestry. I am pleased that the service is 
moving its base to the primary care centre 
which is becoming a ‘supermarket of health 
care’ for the area.” 

Ambulance service spokesman, Mr Chris 
Kowalik said: “We will be moving to the Pri¬ 
mary Care Centre. We would intend to move 
there in the Autumn but I can’t give a spe¬ 
cific date just yet. Between now and then 
we’ll announce the putting-up-for-sale of 
Oswestry ambulance station.” 

The ambulance service’s Make Ready pro¬ 
gramme involves the creation of 24/7 fleet 
maintenance hubs where a dedicated team 
of ambulance fleet assistants prepare, serv¬ 
ice and maintain the fleet of ambulances. 

Ambulance crews will collect their ‘made- 
ready’ vehicle at the start of their shift and 
travel to one of the Community Ambulance 
Stations from where they respond to 999 
calls.

A white Ford Transit Con¬ 
nect van ended up on its roof 
in a ditch after it collided 
with the 10.09am Arriva 
Trains Wales service from 
Birmingham to Aberyst¬ 
wyth. 

Beilis suffered chest and 
back injuries during the col¬ 
lision and was taken to hos¬ 
pital. The train driver 
suffered shock.

OSWESTRY has a huge opportunity to attract 
more tourists to the town, the Chamber of 
Commerce heard. 

John Waine, chairman of North Shropshire & Oswestry 
Destination Development Partnership said the town was in 
a ‘golden zone’ for tourism. 

“There are millions of people in large population centres 
all around Oswestry and it is up to us to let them know what 
the town has to offer,” Mr Waine said.

Controlled 

The court heard Ellis, of Oerley Way, 
Oswestry, admitted being involved in the 
fraudulent evasion of a prohibition on a con¬ 
trolled substance and being concerned in the 
production of a controlled drug.

Ellis also admitted possession of the drug 
GHB on April 14 last year. 

Mr Andrew Barkley, prosecuting, said 
police raided Ellis’s home on April 14 and 
found more than two litres of GHB. 

The court heard UK Border Agency offi¬ 
cials also intercepted a package addressed to 
Ellis’s home which was found to contain 
500ml of drug ingredient GBL. 

Mrs Debra White, for Ellis, said he was a 
‘changed young man’. Judge Mark Eades 
sentenced Ellis to six months in prison but 
opted to suspend the term for two years after 
hearing the positive references in court. 

• Simon Parry, 30, of Old Fort Road, 
Oswestry, also appeared at Shrewsbury 
Crown Court and admitted charges of sup¬ 
plying and producing GHB. The case was 
adjourned for a pre-sentence report.

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Future of 
cards shop 
is thrown 
into doubt 

THE future of Clinton Cards 
store in Oswestry is in doubt 
after the troubled retailer’s 
largest supplier said it would 
force the company into 
administration. 

Clinton Cards PLC, the 
UK’s biggest card retailer, 
has requested that its shares 
be suspended on the London 
Stock Exchange. 

The move comes after its 
banks - Barclays and tax- 
payer-backed Royal Bank of 
Scotland - sold the com¬ 
pany’s £35 million of loans 
to its biggest supplier Amer¬ 
ican Greetings, which said it 
will push the company into 
administration. 

The retailer currently 
employs more than 8,000 
staff at its 628 Clintons and 
139 Birthdays stores. 

If the store was to close it 
would be a major blow on 
Oswestry’s Cross Street 
where Peacocks recently 
went into administration. 

A spokesman for the 
retailer said today it was ‘too 
early’ to tell which stores 
would close, as administra¬ 
tors were still in the process 
of being appointed.

Curfew order for woman 
labelled leech on society

A JUDGE called a woman from Shropshire ‘a leech on society’ when 
she appeared in court to appeal against a sentence for a series of 
thefts and criminal damage. 

Justina Winson, 32, of Greenfield Square in Morda, was at Shrewsbury Crown Court on 
Friday to appeal against an eight month sentence given to her at Shrewsbury magistrates. 

But Judge Mark Eades told her: “The country at the moment is in recession and many 
people are hard pressed to pay food bills. 

“You have spent the entirety of your life living a parasitical life. You rely on benefits for 

house, clothes and food. That is not enough 
so you go out and shoplift. That causes 
supermarkets to increase their prices to pay 
for the loss you cause them.” 

“You are a leech on society,” he added. 
“You cost the state and society huge 
amounts of time.” 

Judge Eades gave Winson a six month 
suspended sentence, a two year supervision 
order and an electronic curfew from 11am- 
11pm. 

Disqualified 

She was also disqualified from driving for 
two years. 

Mr Philip Beardwell told the court that 
on December 10 last year she was seen on 
CCTV in Sainsbury’s in Oswestry de-tag- 
ging and taking a blu-ray DVD player before 
returning and taking another. The total 
value of the players was £259.98. 

Mr Beardwell said Winson was arrested 
and in interview on January 21 gave a full 
and frank admission. 

The court heard she was arrested again 
after she was trying to break into the Timp- 
sons store in Oswestry with a lump hammer 
after midnight on March 2. 

The court heard she had also travelled 
around the area shoplifting meat and gro¬ 
ceries, which she admitted to in interview. 

Mrs Debra White, for Winson, said she 
was a “vulnerable young woman”.

Pub pals still 
in shock over 
role in attack 

DRINKING acquaintances and former neighbours of 
Peter Marston said they were surprised to hear he was 
involved in the fatal attack on Oswestry great grandfa¬ 
ther Charles Green. 

Marston was often seen drinking in the Railway Inn in 
Oswestry’s Beatrice Street. 

One drinking acquaintance said: “I used to knock about 
with Pete quite a bit. He is alright. He’s from Oswestry 
and a lot of people know him. 

“He used to come into the pub now and again. He was 
no trouble. After it happened I texted him and asked if it 
was true and he said no. 

“It was a bit of a shock to hear Pete had been arrested 
because he was always all right. I knew Keeble but didn’t 
have much to do with him. I didn’t know him that well 
and didn’t want to.” 

Residents in nearby Swan Lane, where Marston used 
to live, said the attack on Mr Green was a tragedy. 

One resident, who preferred not to be named, said: “I 
used to see Pete Marston around although I didn’t know 
him well. 

Terrible 

“He seemed OK. I never heard of him causing much 
trouble but I suppose you never know. 

“It is terrible what happened.” 

And another resident said the deadly attack on Mr 
Green reflected poorly on Oswestry and on Swan Lane in 
particular. 

Shropshire Council is planning to demolish 48 proper¬ 
ties in Swan Lane and regenerate the area because of 
problems on the drug-plagued estate and difficulties in 
finding tenants willing to move to the area. 

The tenant said: “It’s bad news for Oswestry and for 
here. It’s Swan Lane again and it just gives the place a bad 
name. 

“The council has moved a lot of people out already 
before they knock the whole place down. 

“I didn’t know Marston or Keeble but it makes things 
hard for us when people read one of them used to live 
here. 

“It has already got a bad name. This makes things 
worse. Perhaps it should all be knocked down.” 


Burglars guilty of killing 
pensioner in brutal attack

TWO BURGLARS have been found guilty of killing an 87-year-old man 
from Oswestry, who died a month after they broke into his home. 

Charles Green was brutally beaten when he disturbed Danny Keeble and Peter Marston 
in his bungalow in Ambleside Road in Oswestry in the early hours of May 2 last year. He 
died on June 2 in the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. 

Despite being left battered and bloodied Mr Keeble managed to crawl to the phone to 
ring 999 and talk to police officers who went to his home. The 999 call and film of Mr Green 
taken by a police head-mounted ‘robocam’ were vital evidence in the trial at Stafford

Crown Court, and the officer who lead the 
manslaughter inquiry said it had been 
crucial in bringing the case to court. 

Keeble, 26, of no fixed address, and 
Marston, 24, formerly of Swan Lane, 
Oswestry, now of Stafford, were warned by 
Judge Simon Tonking to expect ‘signifi¬ 
cant’ jail sentences. 

A jury of three women and nine men 
took five hours to find the two men guilty 
of manslaughter, which they had denied, 
and Marston guilty of burglary. Keeble 
had admitted burglary. The two men will 
be sentenced at Stafford at the end of May. 

Mr Green’s family said he had been a 
healthy and proudly independent 87-year- 
old. His elder son, Mr Laurie Green, said: 
“His last independent act was his steely 
willpower to inch his way over five metres 
to the telephone and call 999 and then 
within 30 minutes gave an accurate 
account of what had occurred. We are 
proud of him and we miss him. ” 

Detective Inspector Mick Homden said: 
“It was a brutally, cowardly assault on a 
defenceless pensioner. Mr Green was 
shown no mercy. Those responsible were 
ruthless in their desperation to steal 
money and valuables.” 

Giving evidence, Keeble and Marston, 
who already have criminal records, 
blamed each other for the attack.

Devoted great grandfather 
Charles was family lynchpin 


CHARLES Green was so much 
more than the victim of a burglary. 
The 87-year-old who was left bat¬ 
tered and bloodied when he dis¬ 
turbed intruders in his bungalow 
12 months ago never recovered 
from the attack. 

From his life as a tough Royal Marine, 
protecting convoys in the Arctic during 
World War Two to his passion for music and 
his devotion to his family as a father, grand¬ 
father and great grandfather, he led a rich 
and varied life. 

He was the lynchpin of his large family, 
many of whom are still struggling to come to 
terms with the way he died. 

Eldest son Laurie said: “We are all proud 


of him and we miss him.” He said his father 
was born in Lambeth in South London. He 
joined the Royal Marines and, during World 
War Two, took part in one of the toughest 
and unsung jobs of the war - protecting the 
convoys that crossed the north sea to Russia 
taking vital supplies to the Russian troops. 
The Marines braved not only enemy attacks 
but also the bitter, arctic weather. 

Children 

When he was demobbed at the end of the 
war he chose to base himself in Shropshire. 

“Why he chose Shropshire and Oswestry 
we don’t know,” Mr Green said. 

He married his wife, Elizabeth, and the 
couple had four children, sons Laurie and 
Terry and two daughters, Denise and Sarah. 

Sarah sadly died earlier this year. She had 


been left devastated, not only by the death 
of her father, but the death of her daughter 
in February 2010. 

The two had lived for a time at Mr Green’s 
bungalow in Ambleside Road. 

His grandson, Lee Davies, had also lived 
with his grandad for about 10 years. 

In a statement to police he said: “He was 
my grandad, but I called him Dad. He was 
like a dad to me. He was the lynchpin of the 
whole family. ” 

Mr Green’s large family includes two 
three-year-old great grandsons, one of them 
called Charlie. 

After the war he found work as an 
accountant and for the last 25 years of his 
working life, was an accountant for Shrop¬ 
shire County Council. 

“He was a great believer in local govern-

Criminal past 
revealed after 
pair convicted 

ONE OF the killers of pensioner, Charles Green, brutally 
attacked in his bungalow in Shropshire had a criminal 
record that began when he was just 15. 

Danny Keeble, 26, of no fixed address, had made court 
appearances every single year from 2000 to February last 
year, just weeks before he broke into Mr Green’s home in 
Ambleside Road, Oswestry on May 2 - last year’s May 
Bank Holiday Monday. He had also been ordered to attend 
anger management sessions. 

Mr Green, who suffered head and hip injuries and who 
probably also had a heart attack at the time of the assault, 
died at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital on June 2. 

Keeble’s long string of previous convictions was 
revealed after a jury at Stafford Crown Court found him 
guilty of the manslaughter of 87- year-old Mr Green. 

The jury heard traces of Mr Green’s blood were found 
of Keeble’s trainer which, experts said, were caused by the 
shoe coming into contact with that blood. 

During the 13 day trial both men blamed each for what 
police called a cowardly attack on the proud and independ¬ 
ent Mr Green. 

After the guilty verdict the court was read both men’s 
convictions. Marston appeared before a juvenile court in 
2005 for the burglary of a house and in 2007 was given a 
community order for assault. 

Keeble’s criminal record followed several cautions up 
until 2000 when for burglary he was given 12 months 
supervision and ordered to go on an anger management 
course. Court appearance followed year on year for threat¬ 
ening words or behaviour charges, vehicle taking, assault 
and battery and escaping custody. He was sent to a young 
offenders’ institute in 2004 and in 2008 after more years 
of offending he was sent to prison for 12 months for affray. 

In January 2010 at Shrewsbury Crown Court he was 
given a 10 month suspended jail sentence for the burglary 
of a house and in April of that year he was sent to prison 
for 15 months. 

However with prisoners having to serve just half their 
sentence before being released on licence, Keeble was 
released back into the community by the end of the year. 

He arrived in Oswestry, lodging at Marston’s home, 
weeks before the assault on Mr Green. 

At the end of the trial, Judge Simon Tonking, praised 
Mr Green’s family, many of whom had watched intently 
from the public gallery throughout the proceedings. 


ment,” Laurie said. After he retired he still 
kept an interest in financial matters. In 
April last year, just weeks before the bur¬ 
glary, he had helped one of his daughters 
successfully complete her tax returns. 

He loved his Ambleside Road garden. But 
his children say his biggest passion was his 
love of music. 

“He was an accomplished musician and 
he had a passion for music,” Laurie said. 

“He was a very good pianist and for a time 
when younger, taught the clarinet.” 

As a younger man Mr Green was a very 
keen sportsman, playing hockey well into 
his 40s and also enjoying snooker and tennis 
as well as cycling. 

Despite his age Mr Green continued to 
drive until the month before the burglary, in 
the early hours of May 2 last year.

The SPAG test will be sat by pupils at the 


end of primary school as part of their 
national curriculum tests (SATs). But the 
National Association of Head Teachers say 
the new tests are ‘a waste of taxpayers’ 
money’. 

Teachers say they should be left to assess 
pupils in spelling, punctuation and gram¬ 
mar and claim the new plan would cost mil¬ 
lions of pounds to administer - money that 
would be better spent on teacher training 
and learning. 

That sounds a bit like shutting the stable 
door after the horse has bolted to me. 

My own experience suggests that many 
youngsters coming out of school at high 
school level, never mind junior school, have 
very little grasp of spelling and virtually 
none of punctuation. 

Teachers are now threatening to boycott 
any tests Government introduce and want 
to be left to continue assessing pupils rather 
than testing. 

If teachers haven’t recognised how far 


standards have fallen I suggest that might 
be where the problem lies. We need to get 
right back to basics. 

OSWESTRY’S revamped indoor market 
was officially opened this week. 

And how appropriate that the Earl of 
Powis was called on to open Powis Hall. The 
market, on the Bailey Head, has been given 
a major facelift after winning a competition 
in The Times newspaper for help with its 
plans by design company.

Finally, if you are not married or in a civil partnership, and one of you is putting up a larger proportion of the deposit than the other, you should consider 
having a Declaration of Trust drawn up by your solicitor. This will describe who has contributed what to the purchase price and state how the net proceeds of 
sale of the property should be divided on sale, if for any reason you separated.

ALMOST 30 child car seats needed a 
major adjustment after being checked by 
Powys County Council, it has been 
revealed. 

A total of 106 checks were carried out by 
officers from the council’s Road Safety Unit 
during a week-long roadshow around the 
county in March including Welshpool. 

Road Safety Officers checked the fit and 
suitability of the child car seats and found 
that 31 of the seats did not need any adjust¬ 
ment. 

A total of 28 of the seats needed a major 
adjustment while 47 seats needed a minor 
adjustment. 

All members of the Road Safety Unit are 
trained to give advice on the fit and suitabil¬ 
ity of a child car seat and are available to 
conduct checks throughout the year. 

Correct 

Sarah Morris, the council’s senior road 
safety officer, said: “Please do not be afraid 
of asking for our advice. We are trained and 
available to offer advice and show you the 
correct way to fit your child car seat. 

“With so many makes and models of seats 
available, it can be confusing for parents and 
carers to know if the seat is correct for the 
child, the car and also to ensure that it is fit¬ 
ted correctly. 

“We are also urging parents to ensure that 
everyone responsible for their child know 
how to fit their car seat. 

“We have seen a number of relatives who 
have said that mum or dad have put the car 
seat in and that is how it has stayed. 

“If, for whatever reason, that car seat 
needs to be moved, that person needs to 
know how to re-fit it correctly.”

of a garage and parking. 

Planning papers submit¬ 
ted in support of the bid for 
the conversion of the build¬ 
ing said it was important to 
put it back into use and said 
the proposal would guaran¬ 
tee the future sustainability 
of the valuable Georgian 
property. 

The papers said: “The 
building and the site are 
Grade II listed and have his¬ 
torically been a large Geor¬ 
gian residence which was 
until recently partly used as 
a doctor’s surgery.

Valuable 

“It is important that the 
building be put back to ben¬ 
eficial use without delay and 
the scheme proposed should 
guarantee the future sus¬ 
tainability of this valuable 
building in the Street Scene 
and from viewing from the 
memorial gardens. 

“The building has a vehic¬ 
ular access to the south adja¬ 
cent to the War Memorial 
Gardens, with car parking 
court to the rear. It is pro¬ 
posed to retain this access in 
its current form, and to 
build a garage building and 
revised car parking with 
gardens to the rear. 

“The new parking provi¬ 
sion is for 10 total spaces 
including two within the 
garage. Traffic flow from the 
proposals is considered to be 
substantially lower than 
previously, visibility is good 
when accessing and egress- 
ing the site, with traffic 
speed low in the vicinity 
because of the road junction 
and pedestrian interaction. ”

Region's business leaders 
face future with confidence

MANUFACTURERS across Mid Wales are predicting growth and new 
jobs despite news of a double-dip recession. 

Results of a survey carried out by the Mid Wales Manufacturing Group (MWMG) 
revealed businesses were confident about the future. The survey of its 200 members 
showed that 69 per cent of businesses were expecting business growth in 2012-13. 

MWMG is run by and supports manufacturers and other businesses across Powys, the 
Shropshire border, Ceredigion and Merioneth. 

And there was good news for job seekers too with over half the businesses expecting to 

recruit more staff this year. 

More than half of the businesses reported 
sales growth during 2011, with 61 per cent 
boosting sales by launching new products 
and 67 per cent by developing new markets. 

“The majority of the companies that 
responded to the survey are growing and are 
optimistic about future business pros¬ 
pects,” said Ceri Stephens, MWMG’s group 
manager. 

“Our survey results are in line with the 
British Chambers of Commerce’s Quarterly 
Economic Survey, which showed that the 
manufacturing and services sectors are now 
much stronger than during the worst phase 
of the recent recession. 

“Trading conditions remain tough but 
there are many businesses in Mid Wales of 
all sizes that are looking forward with con¬ 
fidence to the future.” 

She added: “They are launching new 
products, developing new markets and plan¬ 
ning to recruit more workers this year, 
which has got to be good news. 

“The main obstacles to business growth 
are lack of confidence in the economy and 
the increased costs of fuel and raw materi¬ 
als. Economic confidence is a key factor for 
businesses.” 

She welcomed the Welsh Government’s 
launch of small loans of up to £20,000 for 
micro businesses and the additional £40 
million for small and medium sized compa¬ 
nies through Finance Wales. 


Friends save 
hospital cash 

A SPECIAL device designed to hold broken 
bones in place during operations has been 
bought by the League of Friends to Shrop¬ 
shire’s orthopaedic hospital - saving bosses 
a small fortune. 

The device costing £8,300 will be used at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital instead of a 
machine which costs £400 a time to hire. 

Orthopaedic consultant Mr Andrew Bing 
asked the league to fund the device. 

Known as STORM (the Staffordshire 
Orthopaedic Reduction Machine) the device 
is the brainchild of Professor Peter Thomas, 
orthopaedic surgeon based at the North 
Staffs Royal Infirmary and himself for¬ 
merly of the Oswestry hospital. 

“Before the league purchased the 
STORM device we had to hire the machine 
at £400 a time. Not only will it eventually 
pay for itself but it is much more convenient 
to have our own machine available espe¬ 
cially in an emergency,” Mr Bing said.

Simon McCloy, chief exec¬ 
utive of Shropshire 
Tourism, said Oswestry’s 
quirky and unusual inde¬ 
pendent stores proved a 
huge attraction to visitors.

AS well as making you throw up in 
your sleep and therefore choke 
on your own vomit, the bite of the 
tsetse fly is damned painful too (I 
apologise to any readers embark¬ 
ing upon this column whilst 
delighting in their favourite dish).

Take a look back to the olden 
days of town Scouts group

WITH the Scouts in Shropshire 
experiencing a resurgence, with 
membership at its highest this 
century, here’s a flashback to the 
old days with a picture of 
Oswestry’s Boy Scouts back in 
the 1930s. 

Back then, of course, there were only boys, 
with no girls admitted. 

This photo came to us from Shrewsbury 
historian David Trumper, but was given to 
him by a Mrs Oliver, of Ford. 

Richard Stanley Oliver - and Mr Trumper 
is unsure whether that was her father or 
husband - was appointed scoutmaster to the 
Selattyn Group in April 1937, and he lived at 
Llwyn Road, Oswestry. 

There is an R. Oliver - presumably him - 
on the back row of this photo, which shows 
2nd Oswestry Boy Scouts and which, corre¬ 
spondents told us when this photo was first 
published in 2003, dates from the early 
1930s. 

One of those who dropped us a line was 
Len Jones, of Oswestry, who was 83 at that 
time, and who is himself on the picture, and 
says it was taken at a scout rally in Wharf 
Meadow, Ellesmere.

Mazda 3 is ready to 
meet the challenge 


THE canny people at Mazda 
don’t mind a fight. They’ve 
taken on most sectors in the 
European market and now they 
are going for the C- Sector. 

This is VW Golf and Ford Focus land and 
not the place to be unless you are confident 
that your offering has something different to 
capture the imagination. 

They only launched Mazda 3 in 2009 but 
now are set for a head-on battle after reveal¬ 



ing improvements to the model which until 
now has failed to make any significant 
inroads. 



The new Mazda is spacious, comfortably seating four, and has a good-sized boot 


You have to look closely to find the changes. 
The facelifted 3 doesn’t look much different 
to before but there are subtle exterior 
improvements. 

There’s a new-look grill, though you would 
never mistake the fact that this a Mazda. 
Rear light reflectors are moved to the outer 
edges of the bumper so the car looks much 
wider than the original. 

The dynamics have really been tweaked, 
which is where Mazda hopes to impress. The 
steering is well weighted and that means the 
car handles beautifully with nicely damped 
suspension. 

Match 

I’ve always been a big fan of the Mazda 
gearbox, one of the main reasons I once chose 
the 6 model as a company car. So it’s no sur¬ 
prise that the 3’s gearbox will match anything 
in sector. 

On test was an impressive 148bhp, 2.2-litre 
diesel which accelerates from 0-60mph in 9.2 
seconds, with a brilliant mid-range accelera¬ 
tion which is just perfect for overtaking in 
short bursts. There’s a top speed of 127mph 

Subtle changes to the engine mean fuel

The Mazda 3 will be competing with the VW Golf and Ford Focus 


54.3mpg. CO 2 emissions are down from 
149g/km to 144g/km, too - both very impres¬ 
sive figures for the performance on offer. 

There is excellent body control, as well as 
bags of grip and the steering is very respon¬ 
sive but possibly a little light. 

As standard, the 3 comes with active front 
headrests to minimise whiplash injuries. 
Safety is enhanced by twin front, side and 
curtain airbags. There is stability and trac¬ 
tion control while an alarm and deadlocks 
help to deter and would be thieves. 

Better 

Inside the centre console is less cluttered 
with better dials and a new gearshift indica¬ 
tor between the speedometer and rev counter. 

There’s also plenty of room inside the 3, 
seating four in comfort. The good-sized boot 
is well shaped, easily passing the golf club 
test, and the 60/40 split rear seats fold to 
make an almost flat, extended load floor. 

At £20,495 this model is on the expensive 
side and while there are many better-value 
variants in the range, from as low as £14,995, 
you do lose performance when dropping 
down. 

This Mazda faces a tough task if it is to gain 
at the expense of Golf or Focus, but you have 
to agree with Mazda when they claim it as a 
genuine alternative.

It really is all-new in design, because 
rather than replacing an existing 
model, the Rapid will sit between the 
Fabia and Octavia. In reality, it is likely 
to share certain parts with both. 

European markets will see the EU 
version of the new car before the end of 


this year, and a China-specific model is 
on show at the Beijing Motor Show at 
the moment ahead of a 2013 release. 

Frankfurt 

The Rapid follows many cues ini¬ 
tially given by the MissionL concept 
that was shown at the Frankfurt show 
last year, and that many believed to be 
the model for the next Octavia.

The M3 will hit 62mph in 4.6 sec¬

It achieved 25.2mpg in the standard 
European test sequence with a C02 
rating of 263g/km. 

BMW hopes that the Frozen Silver 
Edition will help maintain sales of the 
M3 coupe, which last year rose 10 per 
cent to 789 units.

MIDFIELDER Barry Hogan is among 
four players released by The New 
Saints after spending seven seasons 
with the newly-crowned Welsh Pre¬ 
mier champions. 

Despite winning the Welsh Premier and Welsh Cup in 
recent weeks, the Saints have decided not to renew the con¬ 
tract of Hogan, while winger Chris Williams, left-back Mar¬ 
cus Giglio and former scholar Charlie Proctor are also 
leaving Park Hall. 

There are plans to bring four new faces to the club in the 
summer, with head coach Carl Darlington admitting the 
release of Hogan, in particular, was a difficult decision. 

The 29-yard-old, who had previous spells with Runcorn, 
Southport and Manchester City, played a key part in the 
success of the club following his arrival in 2004. 

“Barry has been a really good servant to the club for seven 
years, so it was a really tough decision to release him,” said 
Darlington. 

“Unfortunately, it was decided that we would not give 
him another contract, and we wish him well as he moves on 
to his next project.” 

Struggled 

With competition on the left side of the pitch having 
increased following the arrival of Tom Roberts during the 
season, Giglio - who joined two years ago from Liverpool - 
was also released along with striker Proctor and former 
Rhyl left-winger Williams who both struggled to cement 
regular positions in the first team. 

Darlington hopes the rest of last season’s triumphant 
squad will remain, and is now waiting on just two players to 
agree deals. 

“We are 99.9 per cent certain that these two players will 
sign, while we hope to add four new faces in the coming 
weeks who we feel will strengthen the team,” he added. 

Darlington, meanwhile, hailed a tremendous season for 
the Saints, which started in the summer with their Europa 
League victory over Irish side Cliftonville. 

“The entire season has been outstanding, starting with 
that win back in the summer,” he said. “We then won the 
Shropshire Senior Cup in which we beat Shrewsbury Town 
and Telford, so you could say that we won the treble. 

“We now need to keep that going, and make sure we do 
not rest on our laurels. We are always looking to improve the 
squad, but at the same time we want to maintain the team 
spirit which is the best since I’ve been with the club.”

The surgery is renting a suite in 
Mutual House in the business park. 

Alessio Dyfnallt of Pooks, who handled 
the letting, said: “We are delighted to have 
arranged the letting of space at Shrewsbury 
Business Park to Dr Sreenivasan and feel 
that the provision of on-site dental services 
will further enhance the facilities at the 
park, which already includes a 75-bedroom 
hotel and a children’s day nursery.”

Public fails 
to seek tips 
on law from 
legal experts 

ALMOST half the public 
rely on television pro¬ 
grammes, magazines and 
newspapers for their legal 
knowledge, a new study 
commissioned by a Shrop¬ 
shire firm has found. 

Up to 47 per cent of people 
use TV films, magazines, 
newspapers and the internet 
as their primary source for 
legal information. 

And people in the Mid¬ 
lands rely on these methods 
more than those in any other 
region, with 19 per cent cit¬ 
ing television and films as a 
main source of legal knowl¬ 
edge. The figures have been 
revealed in an online 
YouGov survey carried out 
by local QualitySolicitors 
branch, Terry Jones, which 
is based in the Abbey Fore¬ 
gate area of Shrewsbury. 

Books ranked last on the 
survey as a source for legal 
knowledge with just seven 
per cent of people saying 
they got most of their legal 
information from them. 

Chief executive of Quality 
Solicitors Craig Holt said: 
“Only nine per cent of the 
British public said that most 
of their legal knowledge 
came from legal experts, 
which goes to show how far 
removed consumers are 
from the legal profession in 
the UK. 

“At the moment, 47 per 
cent of British consumers 
are relying on TV pro¬ 
grammes, films, magazines, 
newspapers, and the inter¬ 
net, for legal knowledge 
which, although entertain¬ 
ing, can result in confusion. ”

Fascinating old photo 
features a 3D effect 


IT’S a shame that we can’t bring 
you 3D pictures, because this fas¬ 
cinating old photo (far right) taken 
on Haughmond Hill is in 3D. 

It was emailed in by Liz Broomhall, of Wem, 
after we published a picture of Nancy Spragg’s 
cottage which also stood on the hill. 

Walkers must have been well catered for, 
because teas were served from this house, and 
Nancy also served teas and lemonade from her 
home, which cannot have been too far away. 

This is one of two virtually identical views of 
the same scene which, when looked at side by 
side through a 3D viewer, give a 3D effect. 

Liz tells us the photo was taken in about 
1901. 

“This picture shows my great-grandfather, 
great-grandmother and their two sons on the 
left and, in the garden, stand the occupants of 
the house that served teas. This picture was 
published previously and a lady telephoned me 
and told me the couple in the photo were a Mrs 
Barker and her son. Apparently her daughter 
carried on serving teas until she died in 1952. 

“My mother remembers walking from 
Castlefields along the canal to the ferry that 
would take them across the river. They went on 
for a walk to Haughmond Hill and walked back. 

“My great-grandfather died in 1902. The two 
boys were born in 1888 and 1889 - they were 
my grandfather’s brothers. I always thought 
this house was on the road where the quarry is 
now, but I am not sure. 

“The lady on left is my great-grandmother 
Mary Landon, the boys are Fred and Francis 
Landon, and the man holding his hat is Oliver 
Landon, my great-grandfather. They had Lan¬ 
don’s Clothier shop on Mardol Head. The lady 
on the right is, I believe, Mrs Barker who ran 
the tea room, with her son. If you look carefully 
there is another lady standing by the left-hand 
window. Just as a matter of interest this photo 
is in 3D and, when you look at it through a 
viewer, you can just make out the wording on

the sign attached to the tree.” Those parts 
which can be made out read: “Carriages and 
horses are . . . allowed to pass along these . . . 
persons are permitted to vi. . . hill on foot on 
condition that ... do not trespass upon or 
injure . . . woods and are not accompan . . . 
DOGS the keepers have order ... warn off any 
person commit... a breach of these rules.” 

Meanwhile thank you to Sandra Worrall, 
who tells us: “I have over the years gleaned a 
lot of information and photographs of Nancy 
Spragg and the folly known as Haughmond 
Castle, in which one family lived for around 40 
years. I have the census returns for both prop¬ 
erties and local information. 

Lemonade 

“Nancy did indeed serve teas and lemonade 
to visitors. It was the custom for people to visit 
the hill, especially at Easter. I have found the 
spring she used to collect her water from, near 
to the cottage. 

“At both the cottage and castle the remains 
can still be seen to this day. My parents were 
taken to the hill as children. I was taken as a 
child, as were my children, and when I had 
grandchildren I decided to collect information 
on the people who lived on the hill before all 
sign of them disappeared.” 

Incidentally, she is still collecting informa¬ 
tion, so if you have any you can contact her at 
sandraworrall@hotmail.co.uk by email or by 
phone on 01743 356109. 

Sandra sent us some of the fruits of her 
researches. Nancy Spragg lived in the cottage 
for around 62 years from her marriage to 
Thomas in 1842 to her death in 1904 aged 89.

She served tea and lemonade from her cottage - 
now the picnic site - but by the 1940s it was 
derelict. 

Sandra says: “People can still remember it 
had a green front door with an earth closet in the 
garden. She gathered her water from a nearby 
spring. 

“Nancy was born Ann Barnett in Hadnall in 
1813. She moved into Hill Cottage in 1842. The 
census returns show she lived there with her 
family until she died, having several children 
born on the hill. In the 1841 census Thomas was 
living there with his parents William and Ann 
Spragg. 

“The 1841 census names them as Spragg and 
this name was used on a lot of the birth and 
death certificates, but after the 1851 census it 
became Spread, presumably because most peo¬ 
ple could not spell and mistook Spragg for 
Spread. Nancy’s real name was Ann Spread, but 
she was better known as Nancy Spragg.” 

Amid other pieces of information Sandra has 
dug out is that the base for a World War Two 
spigot gun can still be found off the side path 
which leads to Haughmond Castle, which she 
says was itself struck by lightning in 1936 and 
soon had to be taken down.

IT is estimated around 50 per 
cent of people die without a will, 
which puts both their finances 
and their families at risk.

Agency offers free checks 
to improve safety in home 


A CAMPAIGN has been launched to offer 
Shrewsbury residents free home safety 
checks to detect dangerous carbon monox¬ 
ide levels in county homes. 


Mears Shropshire Handyperson Service, a home 
improvements agency, is working with Shropshire Council 
to highlight small changes I 


that can improve home 
safety and security. 

The Home Safety Check 
involves assessing smoke 
alarms and carbon monox¬ 
ide detectors - with free bat¬ 
teries supplied where 
necessary. 

Organisers say some peo¬ 
ple simply forget to replace 
alarm batteries, and claim 
the initiative could help save 
lives. 

John Simcox, Shrewsbury 
branch manager, said: “The 
idea to issue free batteries as 
part of the survey was 
inspired by my mother. 

“She recently moved into 
sheltered housing and, as 
part of marketing her prop¬ 
erty, we had a number of 
tradespeople and experts to 
check various things. 

“A qualified gas engineer 
condemned the gas fire and 
had asked if the previous 
occupier had died from car¬ 
bon monoxide poisoning as 
the level of emissions was 
dangerously high. 

“I informed my mother, 
who replied, ‘Well I had a 
carbon monoxide detector 
and smoke alarms fitted’.

“When I then asked why it 
had not been activated, she 
said, ‘Oh, I took the battery 
out because it was beeping 
and was getting on my 
nerves. I forgot to replace it’. 

“It’s as simple as that - 
and if my mother has done it, 
how many others are in the 
same position? So, if we can 
save one life or help one per¬ 
son from this then this exer¬ 
cise will be so worthwhile.” 

The safety assessment to 
help reduce the likelihood of 
accidents in the home also 
involves checks to leads and 
wires around the home, 
whether handrails or grab 
rails are needed or if there 
are potential outside haz¬ 
ards. It includes an examina¬ 
tion of doors and windows, 
and can advise on items such 
as door chains and key safes 
to help make residents feel 
safer in their own homes. 

A visit lasts 30 minutes 
and the resident will be left 
with advice on what work 
can be done.

How to achieve top crops 

THREE ways to make the most of your crops: 

1. Plan ahead, working out how much time you can spend 
each week before deciding what to grow and draw up a crop¬ 
ping plan of what you will grow during which season and 
where. 

2. Don’t grow too much of one thing - it will go to waste. 

3. Choose pest and disease-resistant varieties, where 
available. 


Gravel garden can play 
big part in saving water 


WHILE much of the country is 
now in official drought status and 
householders are being urged to 
use water wisely, there’s no better 
time to create a low-mainte¬ 
nance, low-cost gravel garden. 

Such a garden is not going to need masses 
of water or time to keep it looking good. 

Gravel gardens don’t have to look like 
desert-like areas with little interest. Indeed, 
many drought-tolerant plants provide 
plenty of colour. Deep red bergenias can be 
intermingled with white artemisias, dwarf 
mountain pines with pink-flowered 
Osteospermum jucundum. 

Carpeting stonecrops, such as Sedum 
‘Ruby Glow’ and ‘Vera Jameson’, provide 
colour to the gravel garden in the form of 
purple-tinged succulent leaves and crimson 
flower heads from midsummer to autumn. 

They are drought-resistant, attractive to 
butterflies and look their best planted en 
masse in gravel gardens. 

Other good specimens planted in swathes 
include Sisyrinchium striatum ‘Aunt May’, 
an upright plant with spiky leaves and 
creamy flowers, while the sword-like leaves 
of yuccas and phormiums provide architec¬ 
tural interest planted as single specimens. 

Many herb garden plants, including 
thyme, sage, lavender and rosemary, are 
drought-resistant and can look amazing, 
while bulbs including crocosmia, agapan- 
thus and allium will add colour and form. 

Think about good ground cover plants 
such as low-growing cistus varieties and vig¬ 
orous alpines because they will cover the 
soil, keeping it cool and reducing water loss. 

Plants with silvery foliage and some 
grasses are good choices because the gravel 
drains excessive moisture away from their 
stems, yet keeps the roots cool and moist. 


Euphorbias also provide interest in the 
gravel garden even in the depths of winter. 

It’s important to prepare a new gravel 
garden carefully, breaking up compacted 
soil and incorporating plenty of organic 
matter to give the plants a good start in life. 

Many drought-tolerant plants prefer hot, 
sunny spots but they will still need some care 
while establishing, before they’re happy to 
cope with constantly dry conditions. 

You can place a membrane under the 
gravel to stop weeds, but it’s easier to plant 
without a membrane as then you don’t have 
to cut through the fabric to put new plants in. 

Autumn 

Once you have dug out the area, finish it 
off by raking the soil to an even level and 
then add a 5cm (2ins) layer of gravel. 

Ideally, gravel gardens should be planted 
in autumn to allow the plants to establish 
their roots in winter, but you can also go for 
spring planting, although you will probably 
have to water the plants for a couple of 
months while they settle in. 

If you are devoting your whole garden to 
gravel, plant intermittently, leaving large 
areas of gravel visible to create a more nat¬ 
ural look, and add a few companion contain¬ 
ers with permanent plants such as hardy 
evergreens, sinking the bottom of the pot 
into the gravel to encourage the plants to 
root through into the soil underneath. 

Try to ensure that the type of gravel you 
use is in keeping with the surrounding envi¬ 
ronment. Locally quarried pea shingle maybe 
suitable, or alternatively slate may be used. 

Gravel gardens really don’t have to be a 
haven of mediocrity - and for those with lit¬ 
tle time and even less water, they will come 
into their own if you work with the prevail¬ 
ing conditions rather than trying to intro¬ 
duce massive soil improvements and costly The pretty deep pink flowers of Osteospermum can 
irrigation systems. make quite a statement in a gravel garden 



Gardening 
chores for 
the week 

• Prune forsythia after 
flowering, cutting out some 
of the old, flowered wood. 

• Layer rhododendrons 
and azaleas. 

•Remove faded flowers 
from spring-flowering 
bulbs and give the plants a 
sprinkling of general fer¬ 
tiliser. 

• Protect young veg¬ 
etable plants with netting if 
you have a problem with 
birds. 

• Re-turf your lawn or 
re-seed over bare patches. 

•Start dahlia tubers into 
growth in trays of compost 
in a garden frame. 

• Plant globe artichokes. 

• In the greenhouse, sow 
French beans, marrows 
and courgettes, to plant out 
in late spring. 

• Continue to sow broad 
beans, carrots, kale, 
kohlrabi, leeks, lettuces, 
onions and other veg out¬ 
doors. 

• Pinch out badly placed 
shoots on wall-trained fruit 
trees as they start to grow. 

• Take cuttings from 
young shoots on border 
perennials, rooting them in 
pots of cuttings compost in 
a garden frame. 

• Tie in growths of 
greenhouse-grown grape 
vines to support wires. 

• Weed patios, paths 
and drives. 

• Feed newly planted 
hedges. 

• Plant summer-flower¬ 
ing bulbs such as acidan- 
thera and tigridia.

Chevrolet Orlando - a real American muscle with a huge interior 


THE arrival of Chevro¬ 
let’s Orlando brings a 
new vehicle into the 
market place for the 
hard working family 
who needs a vehicle to 
be a Jack of all trades, 
writes Bob Hickman. 

The family market up until 
now has been dominated by per¬ 
haps the Renault Scenic and 
Ford Galaxy but the arrival of 
Chevrolet’s seven-seater 

Orlando has thrown down the 
gauntlet to these manufacturers 
with a vehicle that has a perfect 
mix of bold, brash, slab-like 
styling and new innovative 
design features. 

With a choice of three engines 
and three trim levels the Orlando 
could be the vehicle that is an 
option for you if you have a large 
family or if your family is such 
that you need the bigger style of 


vehicle but also this vehicle has a 
trick up its sleeve because by 
dropping the seats it gives you a 
gigantic amount of space. There 
is 1,499 litres of space when all 
the rear seats are dropped; this is 
almost a transit van capacity. 

Chunky 

The exterior appearance of the 
Orlando may not be to every¬ 
one’s taste, I can see a lot of 
American influence and let’s face 
it Chevrolet is an American mus¬ 
cle car company. It is a squared 
off solid chunky looking exterior 
and this translates in to an inte¬ 
rior that is huge and is one of the 
Orlando’s assets. 

There is room for adults in all 
of the seats even the very back 
row of the seats could accommo¬ 
date grownups for a reasonable 
journey; I concede headroom is at 
a premium but the seats are 
actually more than just for small 
children. 

I like the interior, because this 


is the important area of the 
Orlando and where it is going to 
score over the competition. The 
amount of manoeuvrability and 
flexibility that the seats have is 
excellent, the middle and outer 
rows slide backwards and for¬ 


wards, the absolute rear most 
seats drop away to give you excel¬ 
lent boot space both rows drop 
out of sight to give massive 
amount of luggage space. 

I like the way the two rear 
rows are elevated slightly, 


Chevrolet suggest that it is like a 
theatre set-up but it does make 
for life in rear seats that much 
better and if it is going to 
ensconce the children they will 
absolutely love it. 

Sufficient 

There is a choice of three 
engines, one petrol and two 
diesels, the 1.8-litre petrol which 
was fitted to my test vehicle pro¬ 
duces marginally over 140 bhp, 
and is sufficient to give a top 
speed of 115 mph and the C02 
emissions at 172 this vehicle is 
not going to fit in to the cheaper 
excise category, Chevrolet sug¬ 
gest 39 mpg may be achievable. 
The petrol engine in my deriva¬ 
tive was equipped with a 5-speed 
gearbox and whilst the engine 
was never one to ignite a fire it 
proved to be a satisfactory per¬ 
former. 

The diesel options are both 2- 
litre but have been tuned slightly 
differently to give different 


power characteristics, so there is 
a choice between 160 bhp and 
130 bhp. Both of these are rea¬ 
sonable in the economy situa¬ 
tions, the 160 bhp for example 
should give a 47 mpg reading. 

The three trim levels are 
badged as LS, LT and LTZ. On a 
vehicle of this type you want to 
be reassured that the vehicle is 
going to be safe in the event of an 
accident and a lot of technology 
has gone into the design, the 
body structure has been built 
using very high strength steel to 
create a passenger safety cage 
that will cocoon you in the event 
of an incident. There are six air 
bags, twin at the front and in 
addition side and curtain air bags 
are included. 

Chevrolet have taken the step 
of introducing crash sensor tech¬ 
nology, basically what this means 
that if the vehicle is involved in 
an accident the doors will auto¬ 
matically unlock due to the on¬ 


board detection system and this 
could be a very, very useful fea¬ 
ture for the emergency services. 

At the end of the day it is all 
about choices when you come to 
buy your new car, but certainly 
the Chevrolet Orlando gives you 
an awful lot of options, it has the 
facility to accommodate seven 
people, to be a luggage carrier, 
and workhorse by dropping 
down seats. 

I am particularly impressed by 
Chevrolet’s reliability, there is a 
tempting five year promise of an 
unlimited warranty which is 
transferable, but without doubt 
one of the biggest features and 
one really worth high considera¬ 
tion is the cost implication with 
prices starting at just marginally 
of £16,000 and topping out at just 
over £23,000 the Orlando makes 
a lot of sense when you consider 
what you are getting for that 
hard earned pound that you are 
spending.

SKODA’S all-new compact hatchback has 
been unveiled at Beijing in close-to-pro- 
duction form, and will be called the 
Rapid. 

It really is all-new in design, because rather than replac¬ 
ing an existing model, the Rapid will sit between the Fabia 
and Octavia. In reality, it is likely to share certain parts with 
both. 

European markets will see the EU version of the new car 
before the end of this year, and a China-specific model is on 
show at the Beijing Motor Show at the moment ahead of a 
2013 release. 

The Rapid follows many cues initially given by the Mis- 


sionL concept that was shown at the Frankfurt show last 
year, and that many believed to be the model for the next 
Octavia. 

In fact, the Rapid will be smaller than expected. It shares 
the same rough shape as the Octavia with an extended 
hatchback boot, but will be shorter and narrower. 

Skoda CEO Winfried Vahland says: “As part of its growth 
strategy, Skoda has initiated the largest model offensive in 
its corporate history and will bring a new vehicle to market 
every six months on average in the years ahead.

This 
consists of deeper, sportier R Line front 
and rear bumpers, a black gloss radia¬ 
tor grille with R Line badging, deeper 
side sills and 16-inch ‘Mallory’ alloy 
wheels. From the B-pillars back, the 
glass is dark-tinted and 65 per cent 


light-absorbing, while the standard 
front foglights also include a static cor¬ 
nering function.

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Mazda 3 is ready to 
meet the challenge 


THE canny people at Mazda 
don’t mind a fight. They’ve 
taken on most sectors in the 
European market and now they 
are going for the C- Sector. 

This is VW Golf and Ford Focus land and 
not the place to be unless you are confident 
that your offering has something different to 
capture the imagination. 

They only launched Mazda 3 in 2009 but 
now are set for a head-on battle after reveal¬ 



ing improvements to the model which until 
now has failed to make any significant 
inroads. 



The new Mazda is spacious, comfortably seating four, and has a good-sized boot 


You have to look closely to find the changes. 
The facelifted 3 doesn’t look much different 
to before but there are subtle exterior 
improvements. 

There’s a new-look grill, though you would 
never mistake the fact that this a Mazda. 
Rear light reflectors are moved to the outer 
edges of the bumper so the car looks much 
wider than the original. 

The dynamics have really been tweaked, 
which is where Mazda hopes to impress. The 
steering is well weighted and that means the 
car handles beautifully with nicely damped 
suspension. 

Match 

I’ve always been a big fan of the Mazda 
gearbox, one of the main reasons I once chose 
the 6 model as a company car. So it’s no sur¬ 
prise that the 3’s gearbox will match anything 
in sector. 

On test was an impressive 148bhp, 2.2-litre 
diesel which accelerates from 0-60mph in 9.2 
seconds, with a brilliant mid-range accelera¬ 
tion which is just perfect for overtaking in 
short bursts. There’s a top speed of 127mph 

Subtle changes to the engine mean fuel 
economy is improved by 3.5 per cent to 
54.3mpg. CO 2 emissions are down from 
149g/km to 144g/km, too - both very impres¬ 
sive figures for the performance on offer. 




The Mazda 3 will be competing with the VW Golf and Ford Focus 


There is excellent body control, as well as 
bags of grip and the steering is very respon¬ 
sive but possibly a little light. 

As standard, the 3 comes with active front 
headrests to minimise whiplash injuries. 
Safety is enhanced by twin front, side and 
curtain airbags. There is stability and trac¬ 
tion control while an alarm and deadlocks 
help to deter and would be thieves. 

Better 

Inside the centre console is less cluttered 
with better dials and a new gearshift indica¬ 
tor between the speedometer and rev counter. 

There’s also plenty of room inside the 3, 
seating four in comfort. The good-sized boot 
is well shaped, easily passing the golf club 
test, and the 60/40 split rear seats fold to 
make an almost flat, extended load floor. 

At £20,495 this model is on the expensive 
side and while there are many better-value 
variants in the range, from as low as £14,995, 
you do lose performance when dropping 
down. 

This Mazda faces a tough task if it is to gain 
at the expense of Golf or Focus, but you have 
to agree with Mazda when they claim it as a 
genuine alternative.

Hollie was watched, and 
congratulated by Robbie 
Grabarz, the UK’s number 
one male high jumper who 
will be competing at the 
London Olympics, when she 
produced her heroics in 
Birmingham. 

“When I broke the record 
and Robbie came over, I 
nearly started crying as I 
was so happy,” she smiled. 

Hollie trains three times 
each week at the Shrews¬ 
bury athletics track, focus¬ 
ing primarily on hurdles, 
high jump and long jump 
with her coach Wray. 

She will take part for the

IT STARTED with the frustration of a late Plymouth Argyle equaliser 
and ended with the joyous celebration of an open-top bus tour 
through the streets of Shrewsbury. 

And the nine months in between had plenty more highs than lows as Graham Turner led 
Shrewsbury Town back into the third tier of English football for the first time in 15 long 
years. In many ways this was a season that just about had it all for Town and their excited 
band of loyal supporters. 

Promotion, of course, topped the wish list in successfully being ticked off, but the season 
also featured an astonishing unbeaten home record, a memorable night out at Arsenal’s 
Emirates Stadium for 5,000

certainly never dull. 

Turner, as the man who 
has revived Town’s for¬ 
tunes, deserves all the plau¬ 
dits to have come his way. 

The day that long-serving 
chairman Roland Wycherley 
enticed him back to Shrews¬ 
bury two summers ago has 
to be regarded as his most 
productive in office by some 
distance. 

Future 

Together they have con¬ 
vinced Shrewsbury support¬ 
ers that the club’s future is 
bright and, even a few days 
after drawing a line under 
this tremendous campaign, 
fans are already keenly look¬ 
ing forward to the start of 
next term in League One. 

Ironically, given the 
results which followed, 

Town were a little slow get¬ 
ting out of the blocks with 
the opening three league 
games yielding just two 
points and a disappointing 
2-0 defeat at Oxford. 

But Town, thankfully, did 
not perform as badly again 
as they did that night. 

Once Town collected their 
first league win, at home to 
Crewe four games in, they 
did not look back with even¬ 
tual champions Swindon 
beaten at the Greenhous 
Meadow the following week¬ 
end. 

It was the first of several 
occasions this season that 
Town managed to dig deep 
and come from behind to 
claim three points - but it 
would certainly not be the 
last with the character of the 
Shrewsbury players repeat¬ 
edly shining through. 

The day Town saw off 
Swindon was one of the best 
of the season as a few hours 
before kick-off they had 
received the huge boost of 
being handed a trip to 
mighty Arsenal in the third 
round of the Carling Cup.

importantly, the cup games 
never distracted them from 
their main objective. 

After the early weeks of 
the season, Town never 
dropped lower than sixth in 
League Two and, while they 
endured some frustrations 
on the road, dipping below 
their usual standards to lose 
at the likes of Aldershot, 
Bradford and, later in the 
season, Plymouth Argyle, by 
and large they were remark¬ 
ably consistent. 

The highlight of their 
away season came at 
Northampton in November 
when Town ran riot to ham¬ 
mer the shell-shocked Cob¬ 
blers 7-2.

steadily accrue points on the 
road but it was at the Green¬ 
hous Meadow, now prefixed 
Fortress, where the back¬ 
bone of Town’s successful 
promotion push was con¬ 
structed. 

From 23 home games in 
League Two, Town won 18, 
drew five and lost none, 
claiming a staggering 59 
points from a possible 69 up 
for grabs. 

No other team in the land 
could boast such an invinci¬ 
ble record on home soil as 
Town also notched two cup 
wins from as many ties at 
the Meadow. 

Rescue 

When the record threat¬ 
ened to bite the dust, Matt 
Richards rode to the rescue 
with a sensational equaliser 
deep into stoppage time 
against Oxford in March, 
with sub Marvin Morgan, 
facing his former club, 
repeating the trick for 10- 
man Town against Aider- 
shot later that month. 

When the pressure was at 
its most intense, Town stood 
up and delivered, reserving 
their best run of the season 
for the closing weeks . 

Classy midfield play- 
maker Richards may have 
swept the board in the 
player of the year stakes, but 
you could have made a 
strong case for many of his 
team-mates with the exu¬ 
berance of Jermaine Grandi- 
son and James Collins 
complemented by seasoned 
pros Ian Sharps and Shane 
Cansdell-Sherriff. 

It has been a tremendous 
season and these players, 
sure to be boosted by new 
arrivals over the summer, 
would seem to have every 
chance of continuing to head 
in the right direction. 


League One will hold no fears for Town 


POPULAR defender Shane 
Cansdell-Sherriff insists life in 
League One will hold no fears 
for Shrewsbury Town, writes 
STUART DUNN. 

After four years of trying, Cans¬ 
dell-Sherriff was thrilled to even¬ 
tually help the club achieve their 
promotion dream. 

Now Town’s longest serving 
player just hopes he will be around 
to help the club find their feet at a 
higher level. 

He is one of five players along 
with skipper Ian Sharps, top scorer 
James Collins, goalkeeper Chris 
Neal and midfielder Nicky Wroe to 
be offered a new contract by man¬ 
ager Graham Turner as his cur¬ 
rent deal shortly runs out. 

“I love it here,” said Cansdell- 
Sherriff, a former Leeds United 
trainee. “I’ve been here four years 
and it’s my home now. I know 
everything about the place.” 

The 29-year-old from Sydney 
has improved season on season 
since joining Town in the same 


summer as current Premier 
League hot shot Grant Holt. 

He was quick to stress how 
excited he is about the club’s 
future and firmly believes, having 
played in League One before dur¬ 
ing his Tranmere Rovers days, 
that Town will be able to handle it. 

He said: “I don’t think it’s a mas¬ 
sive step up. Maybe the top five or 
six sides, you’ll see a bit of a differ¬ 
ence, but I think our team, the type 
of football we play as we pass the 
ball well, the higher you go then it 
should suit you. 

“I think we’ll do really well.” 

Cansdell-Sherriff had plenty of 
support for last weekend’s final 
match of the season at AFC Wim¬ 
bledon in which he scored with 
eight members of his family flying 
in from Australia in time to watch 
him play in London. 

And that rounded off his memo¬ 
rable season just nicely, one in 
which his partnership with captain 
Sharps at the heart of the back 
four proved key towards the club’s 
success. 


“I love playing with Sharpy,” he 
said. “We have an understanding 
and similar styles. I cover him and 
he covers me. 

“It’s been a fantastic partner¬ 
ship with the skipper.” 

It’s been a fantastic season full 
stop, he confirmed, with the final 
whistle of the last home game against 
Dagenham the realistation that 
Town had finally managed to book a 
long awaited spot in League One. 

Fantastic 

“It was worth the wait,” he 
smiled. “It’s been hard the last four 
years but you’re always pushing 
forward, fighting for it. To finally 
do it, at home as well in front of a 
full house, it was fantastic. 

“It was strange as I wanted to be 
out on the pitch to celebrate, but 
when the rugby scrum as I call it 
came across, with so many people 
running on, I thought I’ve got to 
get off here! 

“It was great and I managed to 
find my way through the crowds 
and meet up with the boys again. 


The atmosphere was fantastic, 
everything you imagine really. ” 

Cansdell-Sherriff insisted 
Town’s success in finishing run¬ 
ners-up to Swindon had not sur¬ 
prised him, the likeable Aussie 
believing the foundations were 
laid as early as last summer when 
manager Turner took the squad to 
RAF Shawbury for a couple of days 
to forge an unbreakable team 
spirit. 

He said: “I think a lot of what 
we’ve done is down to the charac¬ 
ter of the lads. As a group, there’s 
no bad eggs and everyone gets on 
really well and supports each 
other, even the lads who have not 
been playing so much. 

“Everyone sticks together and 
we just gelled. We went away to 
RAF Shawbury at the start of the 
season and did some hard things 
when had to work together as a 
team. 

“Even then we we were working 
hard together and it’s shown 
through all season in helping us 
get some great results.” 


Cansdell-Sherriff admitted 
there have been lows as well as the 
obvious current high in his 
Shrewsbury career. 

The main low point was failing 
to make the team when Town, 
under Paul Simpson, lost to 
Gillingham in the 2009 play-off 
final at Wembley, but that disap¬ 
pointment seems a long time ago 
now. 

“That was a strange year for 
me,” he recalled. “I came in as a 
centre half or maybe a left back 
and got shoved all over the place, 
playing in roles I wasn’t used to. 

“You can see the last two and a 
half years I’ve been playing centre 
half, that’s where I play, that’s my 
position, and I’ve proved that. 

“Maybe if I had started that way 
it might have been different, but 
that’s football life. 

“I’m grateful to still be here 
after four years as a lot of players 
have come and gone. 

“I’ve showed a bit of pride and 
I’m pleased to be part of this great 
side we’ve got at the moment.” 


Travelling fans 
forgive slip-up 
on the last day 


AFC Wimbledon 3 Shrewsbury Town 1 


IF YOU are going to throw in a performance in which 
you pull up short of the usual standard, this was the 
time to do it, writes STUART DUNN. 

So impressive have Town’s efforts been over the past nine 
months, they could be forgiven this rare off day as they were 
swept aside by an AFC Wimbledon side closing their maiden 
Football League campaign on a high. 

Town boss Graham Turner had drilled into his players 
throughout the week the need to be professional and put on 
another impressive show for a big away following. 

But that’s not how it turned out as Town were punished 
for a sloppy 15-minute spell after the interval in which they 
conceded three goals. 

Shane Cansdell-Sherriff had the honour of scoring 
Town’s final goal of this highly successful season in between 
the Dons purple patch, but it was a rare highlight as Town 
failed to hit the heights one last time. 

Regardless of the result, Town still received a warm ova¬ 
tion from the near 600- 
strong army of away fans, 
many of them in fancy dress, 
at the final whistle, this final 
day reverse in no way tar¬ 
nishing a campaign with far 
more highs than lows. 

Boss Turner also revealed 
there were mitigating factors 
behind Town’s below- par 
display after a tortuous five- 
and-a-quarter hour journey 
to south-west London after 
long motorway delays. 

“Under normal circum¬ 
stances we would have come 
overnight,” said Turner. 

“We were on the coach from 
Shrewsbury for more than 
five hours and were too late 
to get to the hotel for a pre¬ 
match meal. 

Unprofessional 

“The preparation was 
unprofessional and I’ll take 
responsibility for that. On 
the pitch second half we 
never got going. We were 
poor. What we’ve got to 
make sure is it doesn’t sour 
what we’ve done all season. 

We’ve had a great season 
irrespective of what’s hap¬ 
pened today.” 

The first half was low key 
although both Terry Gornell 
and Mark Wright may have 
done better with presenta¬ 
ble chances when Wimble¬ 
don keeper Seb Brown came 
out on top. 

Chris Neal made a couple 
of sharp saves at the other 
end but two minutes into the 
second half his error handed 
the Dons the initiative. 

The Town goalkeeper 
dropped Billy Knott’s rou¬ 
tine cross from the right and 
Byron Harrison, hardly 
believing his good fortune, 
tapped in the loose ball. 

Before Town knew it, it 
was 2-0, Luke Moore arrow¬ 
ing home a deflected shot 
from 12 yards after the visit¬ 
ing defence was opened up. 

There was brief respite 
when Cansdell-Sherriff, 
being watched by eight 
members of his family who 
had flown in from Australia 
a few days earlier, prodded 
home from close range after 
a Wright free kick went 
uncleared. 

But hopes it might be the 
prelude for Town to move up 
through the gears, as they

have so often this season, 
proved shortlived when 
Wimbledon went straight 
down the other end to make 
it 3-1 three minutes later.

Hot stuff 
for Allan 
in Israeli 
triathlon 

A SUPER-FIT Shrewsbury 
triathlete has returned from 
representing Great Britain 
in the European Triathlon 
Championships, writes 
STUART DUNN. 

Allan Wilson, a member of 
the SYtri Triathlon Club 
and Shrewsbury Masters 
Swimming Club, finished 
just outside the medals in his 
age group after an excellent 
display at Eilat in Israel. 

He took his place in the 
prestigious event at the 
southern tip of Israel on the 
northernmost point of the 
Red Sea, in an area 
renowned for being hot with 
its proximity to the desert 
and arid mountain ranges. 

Some of the competitors 
were battling it out for 
Olympic places while there 
were also junior Elite, para- 
triathlon and age group 
events. 

Wilson, from Underdale, 
competed as a member of the 
Great Britain age group 
team at sprint distance in a 
gruelling race which con¬ 
sisted of a 750-metre swim 
in the Red Sea followed by a 
20-kilometre bike ride and 
five-kilometre run. 

“The outward leg of the 
bike ride was mostly uphill 
into a strong headwind,” he 
said. “The run came next in 
hot conditions. 

“I was leading my age 
group exiting the swim, was 
lying second after the bike 
ride, but then lost two places 
on the run to finish fourth 
just outside the medals.” 

Wilson, a retired chief 
superintendent in the police 
force who was once divi¬ 
sional commander in 
Shrewsbury, took up 
triathlon 10 years ago. 

“But I have only focused 
on trying to achieve some¬ 
thing in the last three 
years,” he added. “This is 
the third year I have quali¬ 
fied for the Europeans. 

“In 2010 in Athlone, Ire¬ 
land I came fifth and last 
year in Pontevedra, Spain I 
also came fifth.”

“I think he will get another league 
club and I don’t think he will be 
short of interest.” 

Winger Ainsworth started the 
season well but barely featured 
since Christmas and spent time on 
loan at Burton Albion. 

“He’s got a lot of ability and some¬ 


times players of that nature might 
need a fresh challenge,” said Turner. 

“He did okay in most of the games 
he was selected for, but decisions 
have to be made.” 

Right-back Regan, who moves on 
after just a season at the Meadow, 
had a tough time with injuries but 
Turner felt he he played a part both 
on and off the field. 

“Carl didn’t start many games but 
as a senior player he contributed to 
the spirit in the dressing room.

GRAHAM TURNER 
wants to find out as early 
as possible if the players 
he’s offered new deals to 
wish to stay for Shrews¬ 
bury Town’s charge into 
League One next season. 

The Town boss has offered 
new contracts to goalkeeper 
Chris Neal, captain Ian Sharps, 
long-serving defender Shane 
Cansdell-Sherriff, industrious 
midfielder Nicky Wroe and top 
scorer James Collins. 

But Turner has opted to release back 
up goalkeeper Ben Smith, experienced 
defender Carl Regan, former Sheffield 
Wednesday midfielder Sean McAllister 
and pacy winger Lionel Ainsworth as 
he bids to reshape his squad. 

The manager has already been inun¬ 
dated with calls from agents making 
him aware of which players are avail¬ 
able for next season and he expects to 
make at least four new signings. 

Turner said: “We worked with a 
squad of 22 players last season. We 
have just signed two first-year profes¬ 
sionals in Ryan Woods and Elliot

Turner so we will be looking at some¬ 
where around the 22, 23 player mark. 

“A lot will depend on the decisions of 
the five we’ve offered contracts to, but 
having let four go, I think there will be 
a minimum of four coming in, maybe 
more. We’ve got a budget to work to 
and the Football League money will be 
down this year. The gap between the 
money you receive for being in the first 
and second divisions is not that great. 

Finances 

“It works out somewhere in the 
region of under £300,000, so the extra 
income is not massive. 

“We are going into a league with 
some big hitters in there in terms of 
wage levels, turnover and everything 
else, so we have got to be good enough 
to be able to compete. But we have also 
got to have an eye on our finances and 
make sure we work to budget.” 

Turner admits it would help his 
planning to have an early answer from 
the five players he has offered terms to 
over whether they are likely to stay. 

He added: “We are hopeful that maybe 
we’ll get an indication early from the 
others to see if they wish to sign for us. 

“We have had talks and we’ll see how 
it develops over the next week or two. 


“The first meeting is very open. Hav¬ 
ing just finished the season off, there 
might be one or two clubs interested in 
our players. 

“Agents will be working hard for 
them, that’s the nature of the game, 
the ruthlessness of the game. 

“If I can get better players I will and, 
if they can get a club that will pay more 
on longer contracts, they will. It’s just 
the nature of the game now in the close 
season. 

“There’s players out of contract now. 
The lists are beginning to come in, par¬ 
ticularly from agents and, once again, 
it will be a substantial list. 

“As well as talking to our own play¬ 
ers, we will also be sifting through the 
list of out-of-contract players and see¬ 
ing what might be of interest to us.” 

Turner met with four of the five 
players he has offered new deals to at 
the Greenhous Meadow earlier this 
week, the one exception being top 
scorer Collins who had already been 
offered a two-year contract. 

Turner added: “We made a formal 
offer to James and, in the subsequent 
discussions, we decided to leave it until 
after the last match. 

“Over the next week or so we’ll see 
whether we can reach a conclusion to 
it. He’s under 24,so we would be enti¬ 
tled to some compensation for him.”
